Thousands 
jot dollars arc being expended for wid­ 
ening bridges and the building of 
a 
second tracks. The tracks will not bt 
completed for many months, hut tho 
company is urging all possible haste 
on the part ot the contractors. 
Hun­ 
dreds of persons of 
this 
city 
an I 
W ellsville watch with interest daily 
the progress of the work now being 
done. There are three bridges between 
this city and W ellsville 
to 
change 
either to two or four tracks, and the 
work will cost almost as much as tile 
rebuilding of the road from a single to 
a double track. 
The widening of Carpenter's 
run 
bridge is a most tedious task. 
Three 
derricks are employed there in assist­ 
ing in the construction of the 
new 
bridge, which will be four tracks wide. 
A few days 
ago the stone 
masons 
etmpleted the east abutment on tho 
south side of the tracks. The foun­ 
dation for the west abutment has been 
completed, and in a day or two 
the 
work of laying the large stones will 
commence. 
The bridge being remod­ 
eled at Jethro will he 
the same size 
as the bridge which will span Carpen­ 
ter’s t un. Not so much work has been 
done at 
the Jethro improvement 
as 
at the Carpenter's’ run bridge as the 
task was commenced later. Work 
at 
the new bridge just east of the W ells­ 
ville rolling mill is progressing favor 
ably, and a large number of men are 
employed there. 
A few days ago work was commenc­ 
ed to reconstruct the bridge spanning 
Rauch’s run. at the (ast end of 
the 
street railway switch at 
that 
place. 
The actual work of remodeling 
the 
structure will begin in a day or so, 
probably Monday.

there is a small run, and just as much 
attention will he paid to this as to the 
larger bridges. The large 24-inch cast 
ii on pipes h a v e been unloaded near 
this run. and when the larger bridges 
are completed attention will be given 
to remodeling this one. 
Scattered along the railroad between 
W alker and this city are hundreds of 
railroad ties to he used for the con­ 
struction 
of 
the 
second track. 
At 
“ Driven from Home” hill a large nom- 
bel 
of 
ties 
have 
been stored, and 
hundreds have 
also been placed 
on 
the company’s property just opposite 
the passenger station on Second street. 
Attorney W alter H. Hill, who owns 
considerable property fronting on tin' 
railroad just west of Jethro, 
accom­ 
panied by Hollis E. Grosshans, who is 
looking after the interests of several 
clients, and a representative of 
the 
real estate department of the Cleve­ 
land & Pittsburg Railroad company on 
Wednesday viewed all the property the 
company desired in that locality that 
was under the control of these persons, 
and it is presumed that several large 
deals will he closed for the sale of 
the properties within a week or 
so.

FOR M EA T PEDDLERS. 


Claim Farmer* 
Who 
Buy

Market Other People’s Cattle 
Should Pay. 


Members of the butchers’ assoria 
tlon of this city are rn no happy mood 
over the publication of ail article In a 
local paper * few davs ago concerning 
the purpose of the butchers In pre­ 
senting an ordinance to tho city coun­ 
cil asking that body to stop the prac­ 
tice of fanners from coming Info the 
city and selling meats. Charles Train­ 
er, a member of the association, gave 
out the following Interview today: 
"The article referred to wan entirely 
false, as It stated certain things whirl! 
we never thought of. 
What we want 
is the council to push an ordinance 
that will In a measure help those who 
are city taxpayers. 
It in within rea­ 
son for a farmer to pay a small licen­ 
se to conte to this city nnd sell meats, 
but. by 
ho doing the farmer lr only 
taking trade away from those who 
help to keep up the expenses of the 
city. 
We do not object to a farmer 
coming to the city nnd selling meats 
which he has raised himself, hut when 
a farmer goes about the country and 
buys others’ cattle, butchers them 
himself and then comes to the city to 
dispose of them, Is where we object 
We want council to establish a license 
fee which all farmers shall pay when 
they pursue this course. 
"It Is a fact that an East Liverpool 
merchant cannot go even to Chester 
nnd take orders unless he pays a li­ 
cense of $2 a day for so doing. Ches­ 
ter merchants come to this city, take' 
all the trade they can possibly get 
and are asked nothing 
but 
bridge 
toll. 
This is where we think we are 
not being treated right by the council. 
Prices of meat are as cheap in this 
city as in Toronto, and the prices 
quoted in the local paper are far from 
being right.’’

rebuilding of the road from a single to : 
a double track. 
The widening of Carpenter’s 
run 
bridge is a most tedious task. 
Three 
derricks are employed there in assist 
ing in the construction of the 
new 
bridge, which will be four tracks wide. j 
A few <lavs ago the stone masons 
ecmpleted the east abutment on tho! 
south side of the tracks. The foun 
Elation for the west abutment has been I 
completed, and in a day or two 
the' 
work of laying the large stones will i 
commence. The bridge being remod ; 
♦ led at Jethro will be 
the same size 
as the bridge which will span Carpen­ 
ter’s run.
